DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-28 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 16-28 are allowed over the prior art because none of the prior art 

disclosed or suggested showing the particular structure and/or operation recited in 

these claims namely: 

Claims 16-24 call for, among others, a method of decreasing a cutoff frequency 

of the feedback circuit with an increase in a gain of the variable gain amplifier circuit or 

vice versa. 

Claims 25, 26 call for, among others, a method of controlling the gain of the 
variable gain amplifier circuit and a cutoff 'frequency of the feedback circuit to make a 
lower limit frequency of the output signal substantially constant regardless of variation of 
a gain of the variable gain amplifier circuit. 

Claims 27, 28 call for, among others, varying a cutoff frequency of the feedback 
circuit according to a variation of the gain of the variable amplifier circuit to make a 
lower limit frequency of the output signal substantially constant.
